ied From the ruins of the houso were extricated Mrs 
Harriette Raynor, the wife, and a fewals child, Dinah Raynor, 
aged six years, both eeverely injured, the latter dangerous'y. 
R:becos Wright, and a daughter, Elizabeth Wright, aged thirteen, 
the latter so severely that she died 
a few minutes after reaching Guy's Hospital. A man named 
Abbott was discovered lying dead on the bank of theriver, and was 
removed with the Raynors, father and son, to the Belvedere Hotel. 
Tho sufferers were, after being attended by the medical gentle- 
men on the ground, removed either to Guy's Hoepital, or 
to where euitable accommodation could be obtained forthem Mr. 
Silver, the manager, wae writing in his office at the time of the ex- 
plosion, and was nearly buried in the rains of his house. He 
managed to extricate himself, however, from his perilous position, 
having only sustained a few trifling injuries. A nephew and niece 
who resided with him were les fortunate, both heviag 
received considerable injury. Various portions of human bodies 
were picked up during the day, soms at almost incredible distances 
from the spot where the explosion took place. One police- 
man found, at @ distance of two hundred yards from where 
the magazines stood, two skulle aud a knee. Another skull 
was reported to have been found at a spot fully a mile օն. 
T wo soalpa, one of a light, the other of a dark man, à boot with a 
foot in it, a jaw with the teeth remaioing, arms and hands, were 
amongst the ghastly relies thas collected. 

To descrive th» damage which hes been done would fill s volame. 
That which required the most prompt attention was a haghe gap in 
the embankment of the river, thirty feet deep, and upwards of 
seventy-five feet in length. There was nothing to indicate whether 
this embankment had been forced inwards by the explosion of the 
barges, or outwards by that of the more westerly magazine ; but it was 
qnite certain that active measures alone would preserve the low- 
lying district along the banks of the river from a second disaster 


| more devastating than the first. The tide at the time of the explosion 


waa providentially out, and it was necessary to close the gap before 
high water at one o'clock, to prevent an inundation that 
would have caused ivcalculable damage. Mr. Webster, the 
contractor at the main drainsge works at Orossness, 
wich praiseworthy promptitude, at once deapatched a strong force 
of 350 navvies, who get to work witha will. Information of the 
danger was telegraphed to the authorities at the Hor.e Guards, who 
in reply telegraphed an order to Woolwich that every available 
man in the garrison should bo sent to repair the breach. General 
Warde, the commandant, at orca cespatched 1500 men, marines, 
horas artillery, and engineers, with 2,000 sandbage. This 10:65 
reached the spot b fore ten o'clock, an? at once, under the directions 
of C.lonel Hawkins, R.E., Colonel Mastera, Colonel Milman,

The cauve of the catastrophe, as generally happens in euch cases, 
will probably never ba known; the poor fellows who slone could 
have given any al eee having been blown to atoms in the first 
explosion that took place.

—one named the Good Design, belonging to Mr. Carson, of B.ack- 
wall, and tue other the Harriet-—~ ere taden with barrels of gun- 
powder at Meesra.

out any serious influx, and before the tide had fuliy ebbed ւհ» 
breach waa 60 strengthened that no fear need now be entertained. 
There can be uo quesiion that a terrible disaster was averted solely 
by tho exertions of the navvies and the troops. The navvies 
vorked in a styla that only English navvies can, aud the troops 
grappled with ւետ sericus and sudden emergency with an ardour 
which merits the highest praise cqually with iheir alicrity and 
discipline. Mapy of the soldiers had their trim uniforms be- 
grimed with mud and dirt, snd much torn. Before mid-day crowds 
of ap<c'ators from Piumstead, Wool wich, Deptford, and the motropolia 
thronged to the scsne of the d'-aster, and wonld have materially 
interfered with tha prosess of repairing the breach, but for the 
է 56:65 of sone cf ibe d ckyerd plice. At two p.m. 8 detachment 
of the A division, ander Captain Harria, agsistantcommiesioner, and 
Inspector Walker, wera despatched from London. Their services 
wire much neejed, and later in the day had to be supplemented by 
pickets of the 5th Fusiliers, in order that the crowd of spectators 
m ght bə kept ‘ac. It will be days before the fall extent of the 
damage ts known The injury to house p-operty in the immediate 
district is sad to contemplato. The railway station at Belvedero is 
partly destroyed, aad from a now building in process of erection 
there, the mortar of which was rot set, the bricks were scattered 
over the line. The houses at Erith, Belvedere, and Plumstead had

blowa in. At the Belvedere Ho cl the lower windows were all 
smeste], while, atrange'y e oug!, the upper rows remain almost 
uuinjured. Tho conservatorics «nd windows at the residence of 
the late Sir Culliog Wilmot Eardley are a complete wreck. In 
Birdl-y-place the fronts of two suops were smashed in, shutters 
and all. Some of the villas on the northern slope of the hill have 
their walls cracked and their foundations damaged, from which 
facts the injury to the furniture and iuterior fittings may be readily 
imagined. At Woolwich the damage done is enormous; the win- 
dows of tho barracks on tho common, of the garrison church, and 
of innumerable private hoqçes end public buildings were totall 
destroyed. It was supposed that the Arsenal stores had exploded. 
With thie idea uppermost ia their minds, crowds of the wives and 
children of the men employed there rushed to the gates, end would 
not believe the assertions of the officials that such a calamity had 
not occurred. Some of the men were brought out bleeding, from 
cuts osused by the glass, which was plentifally demolished there, 
and this incident tended to spread the elarm. It is said that the 
locality of the explosion was firat determined by some at Woolwich 
when they noticed leaves from Messrs. Hall and Sons’ account- 
books falling in the etreete It has been asserted that the cover of 
one of theee books was up as far off as Greenwich. The 
windows of Barking and Rainham churches, on the other side of the 
river, aod nearly dead to windward, were destroyed At the Crystal 
Palace and Norwood the shooks were eevere, and much damage hae 
been doue. Some houses in course of erection were so much shaken 
that it is said they will have to be taken down and rebuilt. The 
whole diatrict from Sydenhaw, by Dalwich, Camberwell, Peokhem, 
Walworth, and the east of the metropolis to Kingslead, Hackney, 
and Stoke Newington, suffered more or 1688 severely from the sh 
and sustained considerable damage. 


INOIDENTS RELATING TO THE EXPLOSION. 

Innumerable inotdente connected with this fearful occurrence are 
related, the majority of which seem reasonable enough for belief. 
The cattle and horses grazing in the marshes on both sides of 
the river sre eaid to have stood for a few seconds as if etupefied, 
and ther to have rashed off mad'y at top speed, regardless of where 
they weat. Many leaped the ditches, and brome their bounde, 
others got iuto them, and no doubt, unless assistance was given in 
time, were smothered in their vaia efforte to extricate themselves. 
A gentleman and his wife, at Plumstead, are said to have been 
severely bruised by the ornamental top of the bedstead on which 
they were lying becoming detached and falling on them. A gen- 


tleman residiug with his family at Dartford was thrown down in 
his bouse and seriously alarmed, some of the family rushing out 
into the garden; while the house was subsequently found to be so 
much injured that it was deemed prucent to remove the family at 
once. ‘ihe stories of people being thrown out of bed are innume- 
rable, and in many cages so well authentica'ed as to leave no doubt 
of their literal correctness. A stack of deals in the timber-yard 
of Mr. Fielder, New Church road, Camberwell, was thrown down 
by the ehook, and falling on @ low house close by, broke through 
the roof. Althongh several ns were in bed at the time, the 
only injary done was to a little boy, who Was severely bruised 
about the head aad face. A man in the same neighbourhood was 
in the act of making some coffee for his breakfast, when the shock 
broke the stone mantel-piece, and a piece of it, falling on the back 
of his head, inflicted a severe scalp wound. Many horses were 
frightened in the eastern districts of the metropolis, aud bolted madly 
along the streets, bat fortunately no serious accidents have been 
as yet reported. At Stepney the inmates of the housss rushed 
oat into the streete in a frantic atate. In the vicinity of 
the Imperial Gas Works, ben Jonson’s-fields, the terror occa- 
sioned was most painful to wituess. Men, women, and children 
ran from their hoases almost in a nude etate, and hurried to the 
gasworks’ entrance, fearing that ove of the large gasometers had 
exploded, aud that a fearfal loss of life had ensued. The gless in 
the windows in the game district was smashed, and there was great 
damage done to various new buildiogs, where the workmen were 
engaged on soaffolding. One mao, named White, was so muoh in- 
jared that he was removed to the acotdent ward of the London 
Hospital. At the rural district of Ilford and the several low-lying 
places on the Essex shore, which are situated nearly opposite the 
scene of the explosion, the consternation was very great. The 
effects were experienced for several miles round, and the glass of 
the hot-houses was shattered to pieces. The prisoners confined in 
Ilford gaol were much alarmed, and the walis of the prison were 
shaken to the foundation. At Romford and other parts of Essex 
many persons were thrown to the ground, as if by the shook of an 
earthquake. 

The report made by Police-constable Wood, No 107 of the B 
division, who was on the river-wall at the time, and witnessed the 
explosion, is important. The officer states that a part of his beat 
extended along the river-bank from Erith to the powder magazine 
of Messrs. Hall. On Saturday morning, about half- past six o'clock, 
he left Erith, and walked along the bank about half a mile towards 
where the accident cccurred. To the best of hia recollection the 
time was about a quarter to seven o'clock. He had got to within 
about half 8 mile of the magazine when all of a sudden he observed 
a great body of smoke rice up in the direction of the stores, and 
the next momont he saw an immense mountain of fire burst up 
as if from the earth, and rise to an enormous height. 
The sight was just like what հօ had seen in pictures 
of the great eruptions of Mount Vesuvius; and while he 
was looking up with wonderment at the great height to which 
the “ mountain” of flame rose, he was lifted off his feet and 
hurled headlong into the marshes. For the moment he was ap- 
palled by the great noise, and oa recovering his thoughts he ran 
along the bank to render assistance, feeling convinced that the 
magazines had blown up On approaching the spot, he could hear 
the shrieks of the poor creatures baried in the ruins. The first 
person he met was Walter Silver, who had appirently just extri- 
cated bimeelf from beneath the ruinsof his house. He seemed much 
hurt, and was bleeding from a wound at the back of his head. His 
house stood in the marskes, about eighty or 100 feet from the lower 
magazine. It was blown to tho ground, a gable-end wall alone 
remaining. He (the officer) then ran across to the spot where Mr. 
Raynor aud family lived. The house, which stood some 120 feet 
from the storo, wasalso 8 mass of rain. In making his way through 
the garden he saw the body of a man lying on the ground. He im- 
mediately recoguised it to be that of Mr. Raynor, who appeared to 
have been killed on the spot. By this time several men had come 
up from Mr. Brown’s glae-works, & quarter of Տ mile from the 
magaziue, and algo eoms labourers who were working in 8 potato- 
field in the marshes. They all set to work to rescue Mrs. Kaynor 
and her children, two danghters and a little boy, out of the ruins. 
i'he sufferers were completely buried ia the mass of rubbish. and 
when recovered were found to Ե» shockingly injured. While 
this was doing, other arsistancs was rendered to the pox 
families who ocsupied the oth-r cottages belonging to Messrs Hall. 
It wasa custom with the constable every morning as he passed 
along the bank to stop a miaate or go at the magazine, and chat 
with the քտօ:15. Fortunately հտ was little late on Saturday 
morning, otherwise he would have been there when the catastro- 
phe happened. Ths pcoole about the magazine were very careful, 
and he had never noticed any irregularities. 

When poor Mra. Raynor, the wife of the foreman of the magazine, 
was got out of the ruins, some ore asked her where was Raynor. 
She answered faintly, '' Oh, I know he must be killed; he came to 
my bedside and told me to get up, and I saw him blown through 
the wall of the house when the explosion took place, and 1 fell 
through the floor in the ruins.” 

The scene of this terrible disaster was visited on Sanday by an 
immense number of people, who had arrived not only from London 
und the stations intermediate to Belvedere on the North Kent line, 
bat also from places on the Mid-Kent line տոմ from the neigh- 
bourhood extending some distance ronnd Erith. All manifested 
such excitement respecting the dreadfal calamity, and Գայի էօ 
seo the place where the explosion happened, as is only exhibited by 
the great mags of the public on some very extraordinary occasion. 

Among the remarkable occurrences in the neighbourhood we may 
mention that a gentleman named Russell, a solicitor practising at 
Dartford, was shaving in his dressing-room, and at the moment of 
the shock of the explosion he suddenly found himself on the floor ; 
and his wife was so frightened at the terrible shaking of the house, 
that she jumped out of bed and ran into the garden in her night- 
dress. The house wasin so dangerous a condition, that Mr. Russell 
removed his family as soon as pogsidle. 

The skull of one of the poor creatures who perished was found 
more than a mile from the scene of the catastrophe. 

The shock consequent upon the explosion was distinctly felt at 
Cambridge by numbers of reliable parties about 8 quarter to seven 
am. Tho effect is described by some as the sound of distant 
rumbling of thunder; by others as though all the doors and win- 
dowe rattled in their frames, end the beds shook under them. 

On Bunday night, while the crowd at the Erith Station was 
fighting for good places on the platform a train came up, and of 
course there was Տ rush for the doors before the carriages were 
stopped. A man called Alege Morandi,  cabinctmaker, of 57, 
Goswell-street, City-roed, fell or was pushed off a step, when, 
unable to recover himself, hie body was carried under  osrriago, 
when one of the wheels passed over his right leg, also fojuring bis 
right hand. He wes immediately raised from his awful position, 
and promptly attended to by Doctors Ohurton and Tippell, who 
dressed his leg and splintered it. Mr. Bell, the sentor inspector of 
police, immediately got a stretcher, and taking every precaution for 
the poor fellow's comfort, had him conveyed by train to Guy's 
Hospital, where he was received by Mr. Sidney Turner, the house 
su and placed in the accident ward. Amputation was pro- 

but the poor fellow could by no meane be induced to consent 
to the operation, which indeed would have been at best of doubtful 
result. He had hardly been sn hour in the hospital when he died 
from exheustion, adding another to the victims in connexion with 
this memorable catastrophe. 


FURTHER PaRTICULARS. ie 
Oar reporter considered it w?visable to cause special inqairies to 
be made with regaid to the arcival of the two barges at the land- 
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ing-pier, մ >o" one of which the explosion fir:t occurred, and by 
the courtety oÍ Inspectors Bell and Lindley of the R division of 
police, he is -1a led to lay bofore our readers the following par- 
ticulars :—They wore respectively named the Good Designo and the 
Harriet, and were despatched frum the works of Messrs Hall and 
Bop, at Faversham—the one for the purpore of uuloading a large 
qusntity of guopowder to be deposited in the magazines at Erith 
Marshes, and the other for receiving a quantity of the same ms- 
terial supp s¢d to be for exportation. At this time there were on 
board the Good Design Mr. William Jemmett, captain, aged 46, 
and Luke Barber, mate, aged 39; and on the Harriet Mr. Joho 
Dadaon, captaio, aged 59, William Dadson, his son, aged 14 years, 
and Daviel Wise, aged 39, mate’ The whole of th:se must have 
been blown to pieces by the explosion. The police, after 


great search, have discovered three feet and part of 
the scalp of a man, the latter with a portion of human 
hair, and the son of Wiiliam Wright, who, with a man 


named Yerk, was engaged at the magazines ander the deceased 
saperintendest Raynor, hss identified one of the feet as belonging 
to his father, from the pecaliar shape of the toes and nails he 
poor fellow Grimes was thrown a considerable distance into the 
air by the force of the explosion, and wae mach injared; but fall- 
ing into the river he was discovered by his mates in a sinking 
state, and was held up by the bair of the head until assistance ar- 
rived. This assistance was nobly rendered by a fisherman named 
Williams, who was near the spot, and notwithstanding that he had 
been severely 1օ) 1-64 himself, part of his right cheek boing blown 
away, he rowed up to where poor Grimes was, and եծ was got irto 
the bost and thereby saved. 

The general opinion in the City amongst men best qualified to judge 
is, that neither was the explosion caused by a lighted քք» nor a 
fire biag on board either of the barges, but that in all hkelihood 
one of the staves of a barrel of gunpowder had bic ame loosened, 
and that the friction of the weight it contained had caused the 
escaping portion to explode, and to ignite the remainder, fire the 

inos, amd thus osuse the alarming and fatal consequences 
with which the public are now unfortunately so familiar. 

Information of the deaths of seven persons—the bodies of four of 
them only being complete—was forwarded to Mr. O. Caritar, one of 
the coroners for the couaty of Kent. 

Mr. William Payne, coronet fer London end tho borough of 
Southwark, received a notification of the deaths of a man named 
James Eves and a girl named Elizabeta Wright, who both died 
from their injaries in Guy's Hospital.

The rev. crairman commenced 
the proceedings by alludiag to the vast and almost overwhelming 
calamity whioh eeddenly fallen upon tha’ district. There 
were some te connected with ths citastrophe which were not 
un worth comment. Amongst these were the ges] sqi aana 
displaye - եր entire population ol tae district to render every 
under thé ditefal clroumstances, and the singular sobriety and prate- 
worthy r manifested by the thousands of persons, from the 
most remote places, whose w" rg them to visit the apot They 
had, isdtod, reason to be thankfal for that ready ald, Ժե 
doubtless prevented that mighty river from asserting its dominion, 
and agaia flo over those broad acres where it no doubt at one 
time found its original bed. The great eacrifica of rroperty was, 
after all, as nothing when compared to the sscrifice of human life ; 
and he hoped it would go forth to the world that the sympathy of 
that meeting with their fallen brethren was paramount. He cor- 
ceived that the meeting bad assembled for two objects First, it 
desired to make a well-considcred and temperate expression of 
regret, or ho might indeed say remonstrance against tho re-ercc'ion 
of powder factories so near populous localities; and they wihed 
also to consider the question of loss aud compensa ion, and to come 
to some deci:ion as to who was responsible. Mr. Churchwardon 
Parish moved the fullowing resolution :--" That the disaster which 
reoent'y oc urred in this neighbourhood proves clearly the impro- 
priety of gunpowder and explosivo matorial being allowed to ԵՑ 
manufactured in the viciuity of populous places, and that com- 
munications bə made to the Howe-office and the licensing 
megistrates, pointing out the dangyr attending the establish- 
ment of 
plsoes, and urging the discontinuance of exis:ing licenses, 
and the refasal to grant any more new licenses for such 

fn future.” Mr Everiit seconded tho resolution, 
which was su ted by Dr. Hatton and other gentlemen, aud 
tmanimously Է ագիր «նքե M'Killop urged tne necessity of 
more atripgent regulations with regard to the removal of powder ia 
barges from the mills to magazines. These barges ought to te 
conatructed in a pecnlisrly safe manner, and to have aome distinc- 
tive sign that they were laden with a dangerous cargo.

Oa the motion of Mr Beadle, it was resolved to 1ecom- 
mend the committee to represent to the Goverument the necessity 
of enforcing more stringent regulations with respoct to the cm- 
veyauce of guapowder by land and water. The Rev. J. Wood, Mr. 
Hali, and other gentlemen then addressed the meeting, aud ո dis- 
cussion took place respecting the queation of compensation to the 
parties i: jured, but it was ultimately resolved to adjourn the con- 
sideration of the subject until inquiries had been made, and legal 
opinions obtained. r. Russell, of Dartford, thet a sub- 
scription be commenced to raise a fund for the sufferers; bat the 
obairman and others considered that the subject had batter be de- 
ferred for the consideration of an adjourned meeting, as it was 
connected with the question of compensation. It was then stated 
thet the firm of Messrs. Hall had undertaken to provide for the 
widows and orphass of the men killed ; and, 8101 a vote of thanks 
to the chairman, the meeting was adjourned. 


THE INQUEST.

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| OAPTUBE OF NANKIN. 


Tag despatoh, dated July 29, 
1864, of which the following is 
an extract, bae been received 
by Earl Russell, her Majesty's 
Secretary of State for Foreign 
Affairs, from Mr. Adkins, 
acting British consul at Ohin- 
kiang :— 

“I have the honour to in- 
form you that the city of Nan- 
kin, go long the centre of dis- 
affection in China, snd the 
point from which so many 
bands of ruthless plunderers 
have started on their raids upon 
the peaceful and wealthy cities 
of central China, bas been cap- 
tured by the Imperialist army, 
under the command of Tsen- 
kwo-chuen, the governor of 
Chekiang, and brother of the 
viceroy of the provinces of 
Kiang-Nan and Kiang-Su. 

“The city was stormed on 
the 19th of this month through 
a breach caused by a mine 

ng under the wall nesr 
the east gate. Rumours of its 
capture reached me on the 
day following the asssalt, 
but I paid no attention to them, 
having been often deceived 
by reports of Chinese vic- 
tories. On the 24th of this 
month, however, I obtained 
a copy of the memorial to the 
throne, formally announcing 
the capture. 

“On the following day I 
started for Nankin in her 
Majesty'e ship Slaney, intend- 
ing to congratulate the Chinese 
commander-in-chief on the 
auspicious termination of his 
two years’ 81696. I found his 
excellency at his camp ont- 
side the south gate of the 
city. 

“When the Imperialists 
made good their entrance into 
the oity, they found that 
the palace of the Tien Wang, 
the leader of the rebellion, 
and the olaimant for many 
years past of Divine honours 
and attributes, had been burnt 
to the ground. It is said that 
the impostor and his immediate 
attendants lie buried in tts 
ruins.

January last, and I think that 
nothiog bak a desperate sortie 
would have enabied him to get 
clear. 

“But the most important 
faot of all ig the capture of 
Chung Wang. This person has 
for many years been the most 
restless and determined of all 
the desperadoes Tae-ping-dom 
bas sentforth. Heit was who 
threatened Shanghaein 1860: 
he was Admiral Hope’s anta- 
gonist in his operations near 
Bhanghae ; he fought against 
Oolonel Gordon at Soochow. 
He tried to introduce the 
foreign element into his levies, 
and was ssid by rebel sympa- 
thisers to be the main hope of 
the Tae-ping cause in ita de- 
clining days. After the sasault 
he managed to leave the city 
with a few followers, but he 
was captured three days sub- 
sequently by & party of cavalry. 
I was much pressed to visit the 
Chung Wang im his confine- 
ment, but declined, 88 I had 
no personel acquaintance with 


him. 

“On the day follewiig my 
interview with the commander- 
fa-chiet, I rode into the city 
and visited the breach. Words 
cannot describe the utter deso- 
lation of everything within 
the walls. Tbe main thorougb- 
fares traversed by me were the 
atreeta between the south-west 
and east gates, and those be- 
tween the south-west and south 
gates. On either hand the 
houses left standing bad the ap- 
pearance of having been tenant- 
iros for years, while the gaudy 
gateways, denoting the 1681- 
dences of the wangs or princes, 
opened in most instances on to 
courts full of brickbats and 
charred timbers. As for the 
side streets, they were many of 
them overgrown with jungle 
four feet high. 

“During my ride through 
the city I saw a great nom 
of unburied bodies, and in 
many places the smell was 20 
offensive that both myself and 
Lieutenant Lee,, who scoom- 
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panied me, were almost over- 

wered. Bat,on the whole, 

came to the conclusion that 
the rebel force in the city at 
the time of its capture could 
not have been very large. The 
Imperielists, according էօ their 
own account, spared very few 
able-bodied males, so that the 
dead lying in the streets would 
be a fair criterion of the 
strength of the garrison. I 
estimated it at 10,000 men, 
against 50,000 under the Im- 
perialist commanders. 

“Ithiok a ride through the 
streets of Nankin as they are 
at present would satisfy the 
most ardent advocate of the 
rebel cause of the dreadful 
hollowness of the system they 
support.

SHOT BY A BARRISTER. 


On Thursday evening week, 
between six and seven o'clock, 
Ն shocking occurrence took 
at thmines, Dublin. 
wo bailiffs entered the house 
of Mr. Wm. Odell, a member 
of t © bar, and recently secre- 
tary of the School of Arts, 
Royal Dublin Society, and pro- 
ceeded to levy an execution. 
Having accomplished their 
purpose, they were in the act 
of leaving, and were saying 
‘“ Good-bye” to the servant, 
when Mr. Odell rashed out in 
eu excited menner with Տ six- 
barrelled revolver in his hand, 
and deliberately fired at the 
bailiffs. Whether more than 
one shot was fired we are not 
ware, but a bullet took fatal 
effect in the right temple of 
one of the 6, na; Foz. 
The unfortunate man was at 
once conveyed to Meath Hos- 
ital, but death supervened be- 
ore surgical assistance could 
be procured. Mr. Odell, imme- 
diately after the fatal coour- 
rence, walked down to the 
Rathmines Police-station and 
gave himself up. On exemina- 
tion it wae found that three of 
the chambers of the revolver 
had been discharged, and that 
the remaining three were 
loaded. 

The ball from the revolver 
struck the right temple. It 
entered the anterior lobe of the 
the brain, and must have 
proved almost immediately 
atal. The shot was fired so 
close to deceased that his right 
whisker was singed. After 
firing the shot, Mr. Odell orled 
out. “Now go for the police, 
and charge me with murder.”

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Tuu explosion of Saturday must rank amang the mogh formidable of 
these appalling catastrophes. Is is hard, fadeed, to get at the 
exact amount of powder which was exploded. But there were, it 
appears, three distinct explosions—of two barges, a large magazine, 
and a smaller one. The owners state that there were 750 barrels 
in the large magazine, and 200 in the barges. Each barrel oon- 
tained, we are told, about 1001Ե. of powder; so that there would be 
95,0001b. of powder in the large magazine and the barges alone. 
The amount in the smaller magazine is not ascertained, but we 
may reasonably suppose that it was something between the amount 
in the barges and that in the large magazine; so that the whole 
amount may Ետ supposed to have been something between 


| 120,0001Ե. and 120,0001Ե, and was ‘certainly over 100,000lb. The 


bare statement of this amount, however, will fail էշ convey  suffl- 


| ciently definite idea to most persons, and we may get a distincter 


notion by a comparison with other known explosions. The greatest 
explosion of our times was the dreadful ostastropbe at, 
Gateshead ten years ago, which reduced Newcastle and 
Gateshead almost to the condition օք, Ց bombarded town. 
Bat this was an explosion ‘of gases formed by the 
combastion of sulphur and nitrate of soda, and offers, there- 
fore, no element of comparison with the present case. The 
explosion, last January, of the Lottie Sleigh, a bark which was 
loading gunpowder in the Mersey, will not have been forgotten by 
our readers—certainly not;by any one who was in Liverpool at the 
time. The amount in that case was about eleven tons, er 25 0001b , 
and wag therefore only a quarter, and probably only a filth or sixth 
part, of what exploded on Saturday. Yet it shook the whole town, 
and shattered the windows throughont the city. No life was lost, 
for the explosion was foreseen, and every one had withdrawn from 
the vessel. Some recent military operations will furnish & stil 
better standard of comparison. General Grant lately constructed 
a mine under the fortifications of Petersburg, from which 


great results were anticipated, and when it exploded i$ 
carried a fort into the air, aud buried 250 Confederates 
under the ruins. It was said, indeed, to bave had 


such a startling effect that it actually made both armies pause 
in the attack and defence which were to follow the explosion. 
The amount exploded there, however, wes but six tons, or not 
14,0001b. Again, the last mail from China brought us the account 
of a similar operation at Nankin. The Imperialiat troops exploded 
a mine containing above 60,0001Ե. of powder, which made 8 breach 
in the wall of 120 feet in width. The present explosion, therefore 
wes vastly greater than any which is attempted by the moat datar- 
miged and reckless generals in order to destroy the strongest forti- 
fications. Its effect, too, would be vastly more appalling from ite 
whole power taking place above ground, instead of, es in military 
operations, below. The consequences are happily far leas serious 
than might have been anticipated from such æ tremendous catas- 
trophe. By the wise and proper precautions of the owners 8 con- 
siderable space of land surrounded the magazines, and only two 
families lived near them, whose presence was absolutely neces- 
ary.

Tue transfer of the Italian capital from Turin to Florence is de- 
clared on all hands to be the very basis of the Franco-Italian Com- 
vention. The question, therefore, neturally arises, what interest 


| Louis Napoleon can possibly have in insisting on this change of 


the seat of Government. If we look to the population of the 
various towns of Italy, we find Florence to be comparatively one 
of the least populous among tho chief cities of that country. 
Nap'es hag 417,500 inhabiants, Rome 194,606, Pelermo 187,200, 
Milan 186,100, Turin 179,600, Genoa 119,600, Vemiee 118,100, 
Florence 112,200, Messina 100,400. The remaigder are under 5 
hundred thousand inhabitants. Consequently it cannot have been 
owing to any regard for the character of Florence ag the most 
popalous city after Rome thet it has now been chosen ag the Italian 
capital. Again, if we look to the military situation, surely Turin 
is no more cpen to attack than Florence. Turia ig even less 
within reach of an Austrian army than the other city, In 1859, 
when Hapsburg power was atronges than it ie now, and when the 
Austrian empire, in consequence of having possessieg of Lom- 
bardy, was nearer to the Piedmontese frontier, the Augtyian could 
not get possession of Turin. So long eg Rome, therefare, is not 


| the capital, even from a military point of view, the eontinuance 


of Turin as the metropolis might have eeamed profer- 
able. Ճա Louis Nepoleon imsite on Florenge being 
made the seat of the Italian Government, There  @ mystery in 
this which can only be solved if we saume that the choice of 
Florenea, aa a more central Italian town, is destined, tm the mind of 
the French ruler, to be a final, aot è provisional, one, Rome he 
would not give to the Italian kingdom. Naples, the mogi populous 
town, is too far from the centre, and, moreover, ex toan attack 
from the sea. From similar reasons Palermo agd Genoa cannot be 
chosen. Milan is under the very guss of Austrie. Turin, on ite 
part, as well ag a great portion of Piedmont, ig eonsidered by many 
Italians as not being altogether and perfeotly Italian in character. 
Bo Florence alone remained among the great cities, and hence she 
was gelected. At the rate the world goes at present, it is very little 
use speculating about what may happen at the end of the next two

years. The only thing real we see at present ig the continuance of 
the Freach at Rome until that time has elapsed, and the declaration 
that Papacy is not only to continue ag well, but that it is even 
to be allowed to strengthen itself. Perhaps, if Loule Napoleon 
ever intends withdrawing his legions from Rome, he does not 
meen thereby to give up his hold of the Raman ter- 
ritory altogether. Civita Vecchia is a place to which the 
French are known to cling as to a convenient stepping-stone 
At Civita Veoohia they first appeared at the time of the Roman 
republic, assuring the Romaes thst they meant no harm, but rather 
wished to keep out foreign foes if the necessity should arise. It ig 
true thig promise wag not exactly falsified. Louis Napoleon has an 
ugly knack of driving in the thin end of 8 wedge, and then ham- 
mering it in with tremendous force. Thus he did in 1849, and the 
result hag been an occupation of Rome, whioh hae continued for the 
last filtesn years; and, according to his own statement, 19 to last 
two years more. Are we justified, then, in agsuming that suddenly 
he will give up hia old praotioes after these two years have elapsed ? 
May he not consider that the withdrawal from Rome does not 
imply the withdrawal from Qivita Vecohia? And, if go, ts there 
any guarantee against the return of the French in full force? A 
Papal army at Rome, and a Frenoh guard of honour at Civita Vec- 
chia, combined with the promise the King of Italy has given, not 
only to refrain from all attack upon Rome himself, but even to 
prevent any atteok made by others, This, we suspect, will tura 
out to be the upshot of the Convention | 8 sorry prospect indeed for 
the peaceful solution of the Roman question.

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GARDENING OPERATIONS FOR THE WEEK. 


Kircuen GARDEN —Ground from which crops have been re- 
moved should now be well mauured, dag, and, if heavy, ridged up 
for the winter. If in good condition, to be filled up with cabbage 
To check luxuriant growth in broccoli, the

plants may be taken up and laid iu by their heels in trenches, and 


covered up to theic leaves, to preserve them through the winter for 
spring planting. If the tops of asparagus are decayed, cut them close 
to the ground, and the beds cleared and covored three inches deep 
Plant the last crop of endive.

In the distance, shortly after seven o'clock, 
we heard the boom of distant guns, and it wag now certain the 
royal yacht was not far off. Nearer still we saw 
fishes from the battery of Oastellholmen Island, and 
the dull sound as of rambling thunder feli on our eare. 
All told us that a quarter of an hour was aow sufficient to bring up 
the Osborne; aud the ponosen en duty held high overhead, as a 
guide to the royal տե uP lighted flambeaux, which illuminated the 
waters underneath. The yacht could not easily reach the süore, 
at least in quick time, so the anchor waa let down when she came 
within about eighty yards of the quay, and the whole royal party 
came to the landing-place in the ship's boat.

His appearance 
was greeted with mingled cheers and hisses. Proceeding to the 
front of the platform, Father Ignatius aaid the audience must bear in 
mind that he and his friends had come there to worship God, and if 
they persisted in those interruptions he would leave them as s oom- 
pany of heathens instead of Ohriatiang. (Oheers.) Father Ignatios 
proceeded: I do not want any applause; I have come here to wor- 
ship God, and not to be applauded by guilty sinners. (Hiseos and 
cheers.) At this time but few of those in the room had taken off 
their hate, and the rev. gentleman, again coming to the front of 
the platform said, “ I am ashamed of you; and unless every one of 
you take off your hats, I will instantly leave the room.” After a 
abort pause, daring which most of the gentlemen in the room un- 
covered their heads, Father Ignatius said he was perfectly disgusted 
with their conduct; he did not expect to have seen such things in 
the city of Mancheater—{hear, hear}—-they were little better than 
heathens. (A Voice, “Turn him oat,” mingled with cheers and 
hisses.) Father Ignatius: None of you were obliged to come here ; 
I never asked any one to come, except to worship God, and if any 
of yon have come for æ different purpose, you had better go out. 
A short pause ensued after this delivery, during which the dis- 
turbance subsided, and Father Ignatius proceeded with the 
service. A slight interruption took place whilst he was esing- 
ing, but it was of short duration.

and Father tius was oooupied for fully a quarter of an hour ia 
shakivg hands with them, till he was apparently exhausted by the 
pressure of their enthusiasm. After a considerable portion օք the 
aadience had left the room, Father Ignatius returned to the plat- 
form, and stated that be and his coadjators had established “ a third 
order” in Manchester, for the benefit of those who, although living 
in the world, were willing to bind themselves by certain rules to 
the Oburch. A numbir o Manchester men hed already joined the 
order, and facilities would be afforded at the conclusion of the 
meeting for any person who was willing to do so to join them.

FRIGHTFUL TRAGEDY NEAR WINDSOR. 


On Sunday afternoon the inhabitants of the quiet and plotaresque 
little village of Old Windsor were horr 
dreadfal crime—involving the deaths of four percons—which 
been committed ia the house of a man named John Ovok, à barber, 
at Old Windésor- green.

It seems that a man went to Cook's house on Bunday afternoon 
ooking, could not obtain 


This attracted the atteution of the hbours, who

In the front roon the bodies of three little girls, aged 


Cook, who hed, it is believed, poisoned the little innocents with 


sulphuric acid or vitriol, diluted with tea—were discovered 


undressed and laid օս. ‘These, from the appearance of the 
bodies, had bən dead several days, probably a week. In the 
front room up-stairs, a bed-room, Cook himself was found with his 
throat cut in two large gashes; ho was still alive aud undressed. 
Lying by his side, with her throat out, was a little girl, his 
daughter, eight years of aze, also alive. Proceeding to the up- 
stairs back room the party found the eldest daughter, 8 girl է 76176 
years of age, who had been poisoned with the sulphuri: acid, but 
was still liviog, while in the dowa sta'rs baok room was discovered 
a pail containing blood, over which Cook had evidently held his 
head while attempting to commit suicide 

The discovery of the murders was made about three o'clock, and 
a messenger was immediately detpstched to Windsor for the assist- 
ance of Dr. E. Pearl, High-street, who shortly hurried over to Old 
Windsor, and did all that medical science could administer for the 
surviving soff-rers. The girl whose throat had been cut was re- 
moved to the Windsor Infirmary. ‘the eldest girl, who was poi- 
soned, remains at Old Windsor, and is likewise living. Oook, who 
was about thirty-eight, expired about seven o'clock on Sunday 
evening. 

Although the three youngest children would appear to have been 
murdered nearly a week back, it seems that Ovok did not attempt 
to take away the lives of toe two eldest children till about Friday 
week. The murderer himself was seen out in the village, as it is 
understood, on Saturday, so that it would appaar that Oook had 
hesitated till the last moment before be attempted to commit suicide. 
The razor with which the miserable man cut ois owa shroat and 
that of his child, together with & vessel containing Թ mixturs of 
vitriol, tea, and treacle, the remelader of the poison whiok had de- 
stroyed the three youngest children, have been found. No motive 
has yet been ascertained for the commission of the murders. The 
house bore sigus of poverty, though food—bread and butter—was 
found. A subdsoription, had, it is understood, been raised in Cook’s 
behalf, which, it is stated, was n ¢ exhausted. Beveral county 
court orders end a “notice to quit” were, however, discovered and 
this, coupled probably with tho death of the unfortunate man's wile, 
which occurred in July, may have affected his mind. 

A correspondent at Wiudsor, writtog on Tuesday, says: —" Last 
night, at ten o'clock, the eldest dangttir of the murderer, John 
Rehard Cook, was still alive. Bat faint hopes of her reoovery are, 
however, entertained by her medical attendant. At present she is 


only kept alive by tho injection of nourishing stimulants, brandy, & *., 


and the poor child lies in the humble bedroom of her father’s 
Tho policeman 
George Lovell, 26, of the Berks constabulary, who discover 
the murder, states that on sending out into the village for the es- 
sistance of 8 woman to tend the suffering girl, none of the neigi- 
bours would give their services. He was then forced to send to 
the union, whence one of the aged inmates was senut to wait upon 
the suff-rer. The girl's mouth, throst, aud cheat present Ց dread- 
ful spectacle, being burnt and blackened by the vitriol vomited 
from her stomach. ‘The cottage of Cook, small four-roomed 
building, with white-washed front, surrounded by a small garden, 
bounded by a low hedge, with the flower b-ds trampled and 
flattened by the fest of the children, is a perfect house of 
death, and few would expect to find auch & scene of horror 
ia such & quis and innocent looking village as Old Wind- 
sor. The scene in the little front parlour is heart-rending. 
There, on a bad made upon the floor, lie three interesting little girle 
in their death slumber undressed -with the exception of the 
Franses who is clothed in a little dark frock and white pinafore. 
hey are lying side by side in a row, with countenances almost 
placid, and one might almost fanoy they are sleeping, and it is not 
till the bed-clothes are removed írum the upper portions of their 
bodies that the hideous and violent nature of their death becomes 
apparent. In their dying agony the children would seem to 
have turned upon their rgbt sides, while their mouths 
and necks, 68 in the case of the elder girl, were scorched 
and blackened with the vitriol The girl who was found 
with her threat cat, lying beside her father, and conveyed to 
the Windsor Infirmary, 18, Dr. Pearl thinks, improving, and ber 
life will probably be saved. Sne is under the care of the Infirmary 
surgeon. The gentry in the neighbourhood of Old Windsor have 
been very kind in their attention to the girl who was poisoned,

It was settled 
that the latter should blow a horn, on a certain evening, when he 
expected his father weuld pay a visit to the faithless te of Beto- 
116168, aud that on this signal the latter and his sons would fall 
upon old Vigie, and “give it him.” Thus matters stood on the 
morning of the 2ad of June last at the village of Graule. On the 
evening of the same day, about nine o’clook, Farmer Betolieres, 
his two sons, and two servants, are sitting at the supper table, when 
suddenly the sound of a horn is heard a short distance off. On 
this Marcellin jumps up presipitately and hurries eut of the house. 
A few minutes after he լ" heard calling his brother, whereupon 
both the latter and the father hurry from the house. Thetwo 
servants attempt to follow them, bat are fiercely ordered back. 
A quarter of an hour elapsos, during which fearful cries 
of ‘Murder, murder!” are heard outside, followed by 
deep silesca, Then tho trembling servants see the window 
of their room broken, and an arm and Տ head stretched through. 
It is Marcellin. ‘Come out,” he cries to his mother, who, 
more dead than alive, has been sitting all the while in a corner of 
the room, “come out, and ses what we have done.” The terrified 
woman makes no reply, and Marcellin runs off in another direc- 
tion. He makes his appesrance at the house of Vigie, at the door 
of which stands the farmers son. “We have done for your rat- 
oa ly father,” he cries, “oome and see.” The son, without betray- 
ing the least emotion, follows Marcellin into an adjoining field. 
There, covered with wounds, and atill bleeding, lies the dead body 
of his father. Betolieres and his two sons coolly tell the new 
comer that they have assassinated his father with their sabots; they 
have battered him down with their heavy wooden shoes, as Թ 
butcher would kill an ox. Young Vigie seems rather pleased then 
otherwise at the eight of his murdered parent, and, having exa- 
mined the body to see whether there is any money in the pockets, 
saunters home carelesily. Betolieres and his sons, on their part, 
having held a short conversation, decide upon & determined course 
of action. իճ straightway to the mayor of the village, 
and inform hin of the murder of old Vigie. “He seduced my 
mother,” cries Marcellin, “end we punished him ssoordingly.” 
“ And if he should arise into life,” he adds, “ we would kill him 
again.” Ofcourse, Marcellin, his brother, and father, are carried 
to prison, and in due time before the assizes at Montauban, to 
answer for the crime upon which they stand convicted by their 
own confession 

Farmer Be‘olierer, when put upon bis trial, not unnaturally de- 
cided upon takinv the best legal advice.” Being & man of sub- 
tance, he was able to retain the services of the celebrated barrister, 
M. Jales Favre, who engaged to plead his oase before the judge and 
jury of Montauban. Acourdingly, when the September sasizes of 
the Department of Tarn-et-Garonne came to opened, an im- 
menee crowd invaded every inch of available space, partly to see 
tho " brave ageaisins;” partly, and more still, to gee the celebrated 
Jules Favre. The trial lasted two days, and not only established 
all th» preceding facts, bat brought out particulars which made the 
crima appear more heinous. It was proved, from the testimony of 
medical witnesses, that the body of the murdered farmer was 
covered with wounds and contusions from head to foot, as if it had 
been mangled under the wheela of Տ heavy waggon. On the other 
hand, the cross-examination of Betolieres and his ons clearly showed 
that they harboured designs of murder a long time previous to the 
2ad of Jano, aud only waited for a favourable opportunity to carry 
them into execution. Under these circumstances, and seeing that the 
accused themselves did not deny having killed Vigie, their condem- 
pation, one would have thought, could not have raised a moment's 
doubt The public prosecu'or, unusually lenient in his charge of 
accusation, offered, moreover, all possible advantages to the tender 
feelings of the jury, by submitting to them no less than ten ques- 
tions, in which a choice of verdic: was offered from wilful murder 
down to involuntary homicide. However, the celebrated Paris 
barrister knew his jury better than did even the public prosecutor. 
M. Jules Favre did not want his clients to be punished even for in- 
voluntary homicide, iuvolving, perhaps, » month's imprisonment ; 
but boldly set to work viudica ing their crime by delivering a sen- 
sation epæch. Farmer Betolieres sud his two gone, he maintained, 
with great emphasis, were '' ckampions de la famille,” gaored up- 
holders of the highest, and truest, and noblest relations of life. 
This fact established, their condemnation, he argued, would invoke 
a condemnation of marriage itself, acd riot and debauchery would 
then run loose in the land. Thus pleaded the elcquent 
barrister, winding up his peroration as follows:—"I hold 
here three hearts in my hand; I present them to you; 
bat millions of hearts will be pierced and weep in bitter 
anguish if you punish these champions of family ties.” 
Poor jurymen of the department of ‘Tarn-et-Garonne, how they 
must have wept waen the great barrister delivered his speech. He 
had no sooner finished than the twelya men tarned round like one 
man, and declared the accused “ Not guilty” on all the points Tte 
three innocents thereupon were liberated at onca, leaving the court, 
it is to be supposed, without a stain upon their character, or upon 
their sabots. 

Ia it a tragedy, or is it a comedy, this trial at Montauban? The 
answer is diffloult. Butit may safely be seid that nowhere else bat 
in France wou d a jury of twelve men have acquitted th:ee brutal 
clodhoppers who maugled a man to death under their heelsa—2 man 
who, though ibly a seducer, bad carried on his seduction under 
their eyes and with their knowledge for fuli fourteen years. There 
could not have been possibly any heat of ou paseion in this 
brutal assassination at Greule. An old man of fifty-three, visiting 
sn old woman of fifty-two, not bie wife, is certainly a very deplo- 
rable spectacle; but what is a thousand times more deplorable, is 
that 8 number of men solemnly dispensing justice should sanction
